Dr. Grant G. Coleman receives U.S. Patent 
for “Isoglide” orthodontics device invention

Hailing from Elba, Dr. 
Grant G. Coleman, 
DMD., MS., officially 
received positive news in 
November of 2018 on a 
designation he had been 
seeking for five years. 

On Nov. 13, 2018, 
Coleman was awarded a 
United States Patent for his 
invention of an orthodontic 
device for movement of 
impacted or malpositioned 
teeth. He named this device 
an Isoglide. 

He said the prefix “iso” 
means “same” or “equal”, 
and his Isoglide puts the 
same, gentle force on an 


impacted tooth as it 
“glides” it into the correct 
position. 


A practicing orthodontist 
himself in North Carolina, 
Coleman said a very com- 
mon problem in orthodon- 
tic treatment is the 
impaction of teeth, most 
commonly the canine in the 
upper jaw. 

“This tooth sometimes 
simply fails to grow in 
properly and literally gets 
‘stuck’ up in the jaw bone,” 
he said. “To correct this, a 
surgical procedure has to be 
performed and an attach- 
ment has to be placed on

assets, such as land, to pre- 
vent the sale or partition of 
that land.

American Red Cross issues emergency call for blood donors 


A donation shortfall over 
the winter holidays is 
prompting the American 
Red Cross to issue an emer- 
gency call for blood donors 
to to prevent a blood short- 
age from continuing 
throughout winter and 
affecting patient care. 

The Red Cross collected 
more than 27,000 fewer 
blood and 
platelet donations the 
weeks of Christmas and 
New Year’s than needed to 
sustain a sufficient blood 
supply. 

“Many people may not 
realize that blood products 
are perishable, and the only 
source of lifesaving blood 
for patients is volunteer 
blood donors,” said Cliff 
Numark, senior vice presi-

dent, Red Cross 
Biomedical Services. 
“When donations decline — 
as they did around the holi- 
days and may further 
decline if severe winter 
weather and flu season pick 
up — lifesaving medical 
treatments could be 
delayed.” 

Right now, the Red Cross 
has less than a three-day 
supply of most blood types 
on hand, well below the 
ideal five-day supply need- 
ed to respond to emergen- 
cies and daily hospital 
needs. Blood products are 
currently being distributed 
to hospitals faster than 
donations are coming in.

more than $2,000 in grants. 

Through these grants I 
have been able to com- 
pletely remodel and stock 
the lab with the materials 
students need for hands-on 
project-based learning that 
all science students need 
and deserve. 

All the walls were paint- 
ed and then images relating 
to different lessons were 
painted on the walls. One 
wall has the entire periodic 
table painted on it while 
other walls have images of 
animal cells, plant cells. 
Photosynthesis, DNA 
structure, and the chemistry 
of fireworks, just to name a 
few. Another wall is dedi- 
cated to the universe and 
has the planets and differ- 
ent constellations, like Ursa 
Major, Ursa Minor, and 
Orion, on it that actually 
glow in the dark. I was also 
able to stock the lab with 
materials, like 12 brand 
new microscopes, lab 


stools, butane burners, and 
8 lab tables with chalkable 
tops where students can 
collect data while perform- 
ing experiments. 

When the students walk 
in now, they see a new- 
looking, well stocked lab. 
They are completely 
immersed in science and 
immediately forget about 
their cell phones and social 
media. 

Students learn best in this 
environment and at Elba 
we believe our students 
deserve the best in order to 
compete for scholarships 
and to compete for jobs in 
any industry they choose.

impacted tooth. He said 
this is usually done via an 
elastic thread or rubber 
band. 

“The problem is this old 
technique is inefficient, 
uncomfortable, and costly,” 
Coleman said. 

He said the force levels 
from the elastic thread can 
be extremely high, causing 
patient discomfort and 
potential damage to the 
impacted tooth or the teeth 
around it. Also, the force 
level from the elastic thread 
droops quickly over a cou- 
ple of weeks, which he said 
requires the patient to 
return to his/her orthodon- 
tist for multiple uncomfort- 
able reactivations. 

“The Isoglide eruption 
spring is completely differ- 
ent,” Coleman said. “It uti- 
lizes a nicke-titanium coil 
spring to put low, constant 
pressure on the impacted 
tooth, and it requires little 
to no reactivation to bring 
the impacted tooth into the 
mouth.” 

He further explained the 
low, constant force of the 
spring drastically improves 
the efficiency of tooth 
movement, bringing the 
tooth in much faster than 
traditional methods. Also, 
he said the patient’s com- 
fort is improved and 
appointments with the 
orthodontist for reactiva- 
tions of the spring are 
either eliminated or drasti- 
cally reduced. 

“It’s a win for both the 
patient and the orthodon- 
tist,” Coleman said. “I 
started making this device 
myself in my office about 
10 years ago, and I started 
the process of applying for 
a U.S. Patent in 2014.”

Delivering orthodontic 
treatment to children, teens 
and adults, Coleman said, 
“In a nutshell, my job is to 
primarily align teeth, create 
a beautiful smile, and 
establish an ideal bite for 
my patients. It’s a lot of 
fun, and I enjoy my work 
tremendously.” 

That can be qualified 
through his desire of going 
through the long process of 
receiving a U.S. Patent for 
the Isoglide so that it could 
benefit not only his 
patients, but also patients 
all around the world. 

Coleman said it is quite a 
process to be award a 
Patent. 

“T had to write the back- 
ground of my invention and 
the reasoning behind it,” he 
said. “I then had to hire a 
patent attorney to represent 
me and present the applica- 
tion for my device to the 
United States Patent and 


Trademark Office 
[USPTO].” 
Next, he said his applica- 


tion was reviewed by a 
patent evaluator at the 
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USPTO who compared it 
with other existing patents 
to determine if his inven- 
tion was unique. The evalu- 
ator and his attorney went 
back and forth arguing and 
counter-arguing in defense 
of his device. 
Coleman said the USPTO 
evaluator ultimately con- 
cluded whether or not his 
device deserved to be 
granted a patent. 

“In this case he finally 
did,” he said. “The whole 
process from first applica- 
tion to final granting of the 
patent took five years.” 

Coleman said he is hope- 
ful the Isoglide will have an 
impact on the field of 
orthodontics and help not 
just his patients but also 
patients across the country 
and world. 

“TI decided to make this 
device about 10 years ago 
when I got frustrated with 
the inefficiency of the cur- 
rent methods of correcting 
impacted teeth,” he said. “I 
decided I’d try to do some- 
thing about it, and that’s 
how the Isoglide spring 
was born. Finally getting 
the official patent just 


gives me a feeling of 
accomplishment because it 
took a lot of time and effort 
to get.” 

As for the future of the 
Isoglide, Dr. Coleman said 
he is in the process of 
working with a medical 
device manufacturing 
company to produce his 
device on a larger scale. 

“My hope is to offer it 
for sale to orthodontists all 
around the world so they 
can use it to help their 
patients,” he said. “It 
should be available for 
purchase this coming sum- 
mer.” 

Grant is the son of the 
late Nelda Coleman of 
Elba and the late Gerry 
Coleman of Montgomery, 
Ala. He and his wife, 
Katie, have been married 
for 17 years, and they have 
three children — Thomas, 
age 13; James, age 11; and 
Caroline, age 7. 

He also noted that he 
still has several family 
members who live in the 
Elba area, including his 
aunt Myrna Cotton, along 
with several cousins and 
extended family.
